And we doc hereby further ſigniſle and declare, that his Maieſtics will and pleaſure, And 
expꝛeſſe Lommandement is, That all ozders and directions, made oz giuen by the Lozds of 
the Pziute Louncell of the late King in his life time (ball be obeyed and pcrfozmed by ail, And 
euerie perſon and perſons and all, Ind euery thing and things to be done thercupon ball pꝛo⸗ 
cecde as fully and amply , as the ſame ſhould haue beene obeyed oz done in the life ol the ſaid 
late Ring his Maieſties moſt dcare and intirely beloued Father.
